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Although guarded by two detectives, the 
home of Justice of the Peace F. A. Cline, 
421 Olive street, was entered and robbed 
Thursday evening. 

Under the very noses of the two officers 
a negro broke open a closet door and took 
over $1600 worth of jewelry. He escaped, al- 
though the detectives were warned of his 
presence and pursued him. 

The case is one of the most remarkable 
in the criminal history of St. Louis. 

The Polke Department was warned that 
the Cline home was to be robbed. Two de- 
tectives were detalied to guard the house. 
They. sat with revolvers in their hands 
waiting for the burglar, and as they wa.ted 
he did his work within 2 feet of them and 
gat away with his booty. 

The property taken consists of two valu- 
abie djamond rings, two goid watches, 
gold caain. a diamond star, and $11 
money.

ing.

BOER WOMEN ON 
THE FIRING LINE 
IN BRITISH FRONT. 


BY HOWARD C. HILLEGAS.

PRETORIA, March 1.—The British 
have opposed to them the bravest Ama- 
gons that ever the sun shone on. 

At least 1000 Boer women are now 
with the troops investing Ladysmith. 

The women are not nurses nor coul:s— 
gave when necessity demands—nor camp 
followers. They are female soldiers, as 
brave as their fathers and husbands and 


brothers. 

(The Boer troops that invested Ladysmith are 
now opposing Lord Roberte at Bloemfontein. The 
women are doubtiess with the Boers.—Editor Post- 
Dispatch.) 

The world knows no finer example of 
heroism than that exhibited by 14 women 
on one of the five days’ fighting around 
Spion Kop, the second Majuba. A strict- 
ly family party of Boers, 14 men and their 
wives, were intrenched in one position 
and held it with amazing bravery against 
a small force of British. Fora long time 
the men fought incessantly and kept the:r 
wives busy reloading their rifles. 


Fourteen Women Met 

Death in the Trenches. 

Finally 50 British soldiers, with fixed 
bayonets, charged on the intrenchment. 
As they came closer, closer, the Boer men 
crept over the earthworks, and while the 
women began shooting tried with the 
butts of their rifles to hammer back the 
British. Before their wives’ eyes every 
one of the 14 Boers were killed. The 14 
women, so quickly widowed, never 
thought of surrender, but fought most 
valiantly and coolly for half an hour. The 
British surrounded them; not one of the 
14 survived to mourn her husband. 

Two days later, when the British forces 
retired across the Tugela, 28 corpses, 11 
men, 14 women, were found within a ra- 
dius of 100 feet. Now there is a big long 
mound where rest the bodies of as brave 
a band as ever fought for freedom. 
Scores of Women 

in Every Boer Camp. 


Scores of women have been in every | 


commando’s laager I have vis:ted, ard 
only one of them has been without her 
rifle and bandoliers—Mrs. Joubert, wife 
of the Commandant-General of the 
Transvaal forces.

Not far from the Pretoria laager | 
found a young Boer woman under the 
canopy of one of the big trekking wag- 
ons.

“She was my twin sister and we never 
passed a day apart,” she said, between 
her sobs.

Honeymoon of Bride 

and Groom in War. 


To imagine a bride and groom going 
to war on their honeymoon. Yet I have 
seen them do so. When I left Pretoria 
for the front a friend introduced me to 
a young Boer couple who were going on 
the same train. I thought my friend was 
joking when he said they were going to 
fight the British, although both Bocr 
man and wife had Mauser rifles, and each 
were three bandoliers, two over the shoul- 
ders, one around the waist. 

As we sped toward Ladysmith the Boer 
and his wife chatted gaily and unobtru- 
sively displayed the greatest affection for 
each other. I made up my mind the 
woman was going as far as the army off'- 
cials would permit and then bid her hvs- 
band good-by. 

When the train reached the end of the 
line, a short distance north of Ladysmith 
Mme. Boer alighted with her husband, 
assisted in taking the two hors«s from 
the last car of the train, and after leaping 
lightly to the saddle, rode away toward 
one of the laagers in the distance. She 


sat her horse as well as her husband and 
the rifle that was slung over her shoulder 
| probably did as much execution aiter- 
ward as that of him who rode weside her. 

Several days later I was walking slow- 
ly behind one of the trenches occupied 
by Boers from the Pretoria district. 
Some one hailed me. 

“Hello, Mr. Yankee!”

God’s footstool than a Boer woman by 
her husband's side, a rifle 
and well-filled bandoliers 


belts over her shoulders. 

All but one of the women whom I have 
seen wore black or brown dresses. One 
was in man’s apparel, but the Boers iell 
me the women often put on their hus- 
band’s clothing when their own becomes 
worn. 

In the early days of the campaign the 
British captured three Boer women in 
men’s clothing, and they are still held as 
prisoners of war on the warships at Si- 
monstown, near Cape Town, but they 
have been supplied with proper clothit.g. 

I shall never forget a big athletic wom- 
an I say outside of Ladysmith. She had 
the recklessness of a sailor after he has 
looted a rumshop. She fearlessly walked 
around in the open within rifle range of 
the British. 

She wore a sort of Quaker poke bonnet, 
a man’s coat, a torn black dress and a 
pair of heavy veldschoen (field shoes). 
She grasped her rifle near the muzzle and 
dragged the breech in the dust, while, 
shading her eyes with her left hand she 
tried to catch sight of an enemy. 

Often as I watched her she dropped, 
made a rest for her rifle with her left arm 
and pulled the trigger. Then, lowering 
her rifle, she looked for a few seconds 
at the object she fired at and arose to 
continue her fearless meandering. 

Gen. Joubert’s Wife 
as a Strategist. 


Mrs. Joubert, the only woman at the 
front without a rifle, uses her brains to 
defeat the enemy. Since the war began 
she has been with her husband, and Gen. 
Joubert has told me himself she has. been 
of the greatest assistance to him, having 
often suggested strategic moves that re- 
sulted in losses to the British. 

Mrs. Joubert calls herself “The Wom- 
an of All Work,” and that is the only ti- 
tle that describes her. She does almost 
everything, from milking the cows which 
furnish the General’s only drink, to band- 
aging wounded soldiers. She is constant- 
ly. moving about the laager attending to 
the comfort tho + who surround her 
husband. As soon as there is battle she 
becomes excited and hurries behind a 
rock where she can safely watch the prog- 
ress of the fight.

The men suffer extremely from home- 
sickness when the women are absent, for 
in peace they are rarely separated more 
than a few hours. Even when men go 
trekking their wives go with them.

Seldom was there so bullish a repert, the Hes- 
sian fly it seems has not completed its task and 
there fs plenty of time for it to be heard from 10 
other sections, 

Springfield, Tfl.: Reports to the Illinois Agrt- 
eultural Department from 48 counties make the 
April wheat condition 8&9 per cent. and there Is 
the ge of a still better condition with good 
weather. <‘onditions are most favorable in the 
central counties, where there is the prospect of 
the largest yleld for many years. 


This is just the reverse, the bears have cause for | 
rejoicing, this is certainly a decidedly bearish - 


piece of news. It may come to pass after many 


years of patient waiting that HIlinols will once } 


more have a creditable crop, but there is still 
time for damage to be done and the Hessian 
fy, chinch bugs and bad weather will have some 
effect, never fear.
